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DETROIT (AP) -Consumer demand 


for small-sized automobiles apparently 
has claimed its first victim: some 79,000 
large model cars. 


General Motors Corp. is scrapping 


production of the 1974-model cars by 
shutting down 15 of its U.S. assembly 
plants for one week before the Christmas 
vacation. 


The decision to cut back scheduled 


production of standard and intermediate 
sized autos is attributed by industry 
observers to consumer fears of fuel 
shortages, and a general slowdown in 
new car sales. 


Announced Friday, the move is GM's 


first scheduled cutback of auto produc- 
tion in nearly four years. 


The 79,000 units account for 60 per cent 


of GM's normal output for the week of 
Dec. 17. The layoffs precede the firm's 
normal Christinas week shutdown. Full 
production is to resume after the New 
Year's holiday, GM said 


In February 1970. GM closed 16 as- 


sembly plants for one week, throwing 
107,500 workers off the job. At the time, 
GM blamed the layoffs on an economic 
slowdown and decreased car sales. 


Local United Auto Workers union of- 


ficials reported rumors of large-scale 
layoffs were circulating among the 
plants. GM denied it plans such a move. 


Among the plants affected are 12 as- 


sembly operations, and base units for 
Pontiac, Oldsmobile and Buick cars in 


c, Lansing, and Flint, Mich, res 


pectiveiy. 


More than 44,800 employes work in 


these facilities alone. Some will not be 
laid off as manufacturing and machin- 
ing operations continue, as well as the 
production of Oldsmobile's luxury 
Toronado. 


GM's work force is scheduled for a 


paid vacation the following week, 
provided the UAW's rank-and-file 
approves an agreement forged last week 
between GM and union bargainers. 


GM wouldn't say how many employes 


would be laid off, but it'll be a virtual 
paid vacation for those with at least a 
year's seniority. They'll receive 95 per 
cent of their take-home pay in 


unemployment benefits, less $7.50 in 
work-related expenses. 


In explaining the decision to cut back 


production, GM Board Chairman 
Richard Gerstenberg noted there has 
been a 10 per cent industry-wide sales 
decline from last year and consumer 
preference for smaller cars. 


Industry sources have noted that the 


fuel shortage has created problems for 
automakers on two fronts: a parts 
shortage due to a lack of basic oil 
derivatives and increasing demands for 
small-sized cars that provide better gas 
mileage.

S. Vietnam 
Mideast talks continue 


retaliates 
with bombs 


SAIGON (AP) —South Vietnamese 


bombers pounded a Communist airstrip 
and army base near the Cambodian 
border in retaliation for the rocketing of 
the Pleiku airbase, military sources said 
today. 


The sources said government planes 


flew more than 50 sorties Friday against 
Katum, a former U.S. Special Forces 
camp 70 miles northwest of Saigon. They 
said the planes met heavy anti-aircraft 
fire. 


They said one government F5 fighter 


bomber was believed shot down and the 
pilot captured in the attack. There was 
no immediate report on damage caused 
on the ground. 


The attack on Katum, which fell to the 


Communists after American forces 
pulled out of South Vietnam and is now 
deep inside Communist territory, came 
within hours of a rocket barrage against 
Pleiku in the central highlands. 


Field reports said 30 rockets hit the 


Pleiku airfield in t e heaviest shelling of 
the base since the cease-fire went into 
effect last January. 


The Saigon command said 12 military 


personnel and nine of their dependents 
were wounded. A C47 transport aircraft, 
three vehicles and two buildings were 
reported damaged. 


In other action, the Saigon command 


said Viet Cong troops fired more than 200 
rockets and mortar rounds into 16 
government positions along Highway 4 
in the Mekong Delta Friday and early 
today. One government soldier was 
reported killed and 39 wounded. 


Meanwhile, a close confidant of 


President Nguyen Van Thieu charged 
Friday that North Vietnam and the Viet 
Cong were preparing for a new general 
offensive by canvassing world diplomat- 
ic support. 


At their weekly news conference 


Friday, the Viet Cong again denied they 
have any plans for a general offensive.

Pastor pressured 
to drop Nixon 
from church role 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) —President 


Nixon's pastor says he is under pressure 
to drop Nixon's church membership 
because of the President's handling of 
the Watergate scandal and the war in 
Southeast Asia. 


Pastor T. Eugene Coffin of the East 


Whittier Friends Church in Nixon's 
hometown of Whittier, Calif., said he had 
no intention of dropping Nixon's mem- 
bership. 


Pastor Coffin was interviewed by the 


Oregonian on Friday while in Portland 
on business. 


He said about a dozen of the 


approximately 1,000 Friends churches in 
the United States have written him 
urging that he drop Nixon's membership 
in the Quaker church. He said the letters 
cited Nixon's policies in Vietnam and 
Cambodia and his handling of Water- 
gate. 


"It is probably true that the 


President's actions were not consistent 
with Friends peace testimony ... but 
Friends also hold that each person has a 
right to his personal convictions and 
should act according to his own cons- 
cience, or spiritual light," the pastor 
said. 


Pastor Coffin, who has conducted 


religious services for Nixon in the White 
House, said he has carried on a personal 
correspondence with the President since 
he became pastor of the East Whittier 
church four years ago. 


Sunday —the fourth day in a row. There 
has been speculation that the regularity 
of the talks indicates progress. 


But tensions were reported increasing 


along the cease-fire lines and Israeli 
government officials warned that war 
could resume. They charged that the 
Soviet Union had re-equipped the Syrian 
and Egyptian armies.

Lt. Gen. Mohamed el Gamasy and his 
Israeli counterpart, Maj. Gen. Aharon 
Yariv, emerged from the U.N. tent after 
today's session, shook hands and smiled. 
They had met for two hours Friday. 


But Israeli Defense Minister Moshe 


Dayan told the Israeli Bar Association in 
Tel Aviv that Israel is "facing not the 
end of the war, but the beginning with 
the Syrians and the Egyptians." 


"But despite the Soviet aid to the 


Arabs on the military level, the fighting 
is between Israel and the Arabs," Dayan 
said. "We are stronger than the Arabs, 
but we have to have nerves." 


The center of controversy in the 


negotitions at Kilometer 101 continues to 
be the positioning of the cease-fire line 
between the Israeli and Egyptian forces 
along the Suez Canal. 


Egypt has demanded that Israeli 


forces return to lines drawn on Oct. 22 
when the U.N. called for its first cease- 
fire. 
Israeli 
forces advanced sig- 


nificantly in fighting during the follow- 
ing two days. 


Israel says it wants the two sides to 


withdraw to their respective sides of the 
Suez Canal with a buffer zone on both 
sides. 


But at the U. N. sources familiar with 


the negotiations said Israel proposed 
Friday that a token Egyptian force be 
allowed to remain on the eastern bank of 
the canal. 


Meanwhile, Syria said it has rejected 


any exchange of prisoners of war with 
Israel and might not attend a proposed 
Middle East peace conference that is 
supposed to begin soon in Geneva. 


Israel claims Syria holds 127 Israeli 


POWs while Israel holds 360 Syrians. 
Israel and Egypt completed a prisoner 
exchange Thursday. 


In another development, the editor of 


Egypt's semiofficial newspaper Al 
Ahram called on the Arabs Friday to 
unify their strategy to produce or to 
obtain nuclear weapons.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon will go on nationwide television 
Sunday evening to announce what he 
termed "tough strong action" to cope 
with the energy crisis. 


Talking with reporters after a meeting 


with two top aides today, Nixon said his 
television address would be Monday 
evening. 


But moments later. White House press 


secretary Ronald L. Ziegler said the 
President had decided instead to make 
the televised announcement at 7 p.m. 
EST Sunday. 


Nixon said "general agreement as to 


what steps will be taken" has been 
reached in his administration. 


According to White House sources, a 


Sunday closing of gasoline filling stat- 
ions is one of the measures being con- 
sidered as a means of saving fuel with a 
minimum inpact on the economy. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of Nixon's 


Council of Economic Advisers, said 
Friday the administration will soon ask 
refineries to produce less gasoline and 
more.oil products to keep the economy- 
running during the fuel shortage. Stein 
said the strategy is a sure way to cut 
gasoline consumption since "people 
can't consume what there isn't." 
Firms 
use Arab 
tactics 


BRUSSELS (AP) - International oil 


companies may be taking over the job of 
trying to blunt the effects of Arab oil 
embargoes, an action that governments 
have thus far chosen not to take. 


Using oil as a diplomatic weapon, the 


Arabs are rewarding nations whose 
Middle East policies are considered 
proArab and punishing those countries 
whose policies lean toward Israel. 


As a result, the multinational oil 


firms, many of which are owned by- 
Americans and whose assets and cus- 
tomers are chiefly in the United States, 
have begun to act on a number of fronts. 


Their aim, sources said, is to establish 


distribution guidelines to assure that 
those countries the Arabs consider 
enemies do not suffer too much. 


France and Britain, for example, have 


not yet felt the full weight of the Arab oil 
offensive. On the other hand, the United 
States and the Netherlands have been 
shackled with a total Arab oil boycott. 


There have been reports of widespread 


oil trade-offs while tankers are at sea. If 
a tanker that loaded in Kuwait, for 
example, cannot land at a U.S. port 
because of the boycott, it could be 
diverted to France, and a tanker loaded 
in Iran that was intended for France is 
then diverted from France to America. 


In effect, the reports indicate that 


non-Arab oil from countries such as Iran 
is being diverted by the multinational oil 
firms to countries suffering Arab 
boycotts. 


A large black market is said to have 


developed with prices two or three times 
as high as official rates. 


In addition, the companies have not- 


ified some countries, favored by the 
Arabs, that their supply of oil would 
nevertheless be reduced. 


France, a major friend of the Arabs in 


the West, was toid fc*- oil companies that 
it will have its oil supplies cut by 10 to 15 
per cent next month. 


And in Britain, government sources 


complained that they have not been 
getting adequate oil supplies from in- 
ternational distributors. 


'Mousefrap' an institution 


LONDON (AP) — The world's longest running mystery 


play, a modest little thriller called "The Mousetrap," comes 
of age this weekend after 8,717 performances. 


When the curtains rise Sunday marking its 21st birthday, 


the play will be not so much a whodunit as a whyisit. More 
than 3.2 million people will have seen it. 


Impresario Peters Saunders, who opened the play on Nov. 


25, 1952, at London's Ambassador Theater, once tried to 
explain the play's continuous appeal. "It's got all the 
ingredients of a TV quiz program -puzzle, drama, comedy," 
he said. 


Now Saunders hardly bothers to question its 


unprecedented success. It's an institution, he says, "one of 
those musts for every visitor to London, along with 
Buckingham Palace and the Tower of London." 


"The Mousetrap" is a straightforward detective story, 


opening with a scream in the dark as a body is found and 
ending as the murderer is led away. Only a handful of the 
1,300 actors and actresses who have appeared in it have been 
stars. 


The author, Dame Agatha Christie, now 82, has written 


more than 80 detective novels and nearly a score of plays. She 
knows the theater business, but she originally predicted 
"The Mousetrap" wouldn't last six months. 


"The Mousetrap" has broken all records for a continuous 


run by a play, pulled in more than $7.2 million at the box 
office and is still drawing capacity crowds. 


Company manager Anthony Huntly Gordon is the only 


survivor of the original company. 


As a matter of policy, the cast of eight is changed every 


year. In addition, since the play is set "in the present," 
numerous adjustments have had to be made in the script. 


Reference to wartime rationing disappeared nearly two 


decades ago, and the cost of a night's lodging at the guest 
house where the action takes place has trebled to $36. 


Meantime, the play has become a statistician's delight. In 


its 21 years, 137.5 tons of programs have been printed and 
8,679 cigars have been smoked by one of the characters — 
there was a gap when he had laryngitis.

He said this measure would have less 
economic impact than a number of other 
measures being considered. 


Ash also said there is no consideration 


of banning Sunday driving, although an 
increased gasoline tax reportedly is still 
under review. 


Congress is considering legislation 


that would institute yearroiind daylight 
saving time —a move that would save an 
estimated one to two per cent in elec- 
tricity comsumption by making sunrise 


t and sunset come an hour later. 


Meanwhile, in Boston, the executive 


vice president of the New England Fuel 
Institute said a government plan for 
nationwide, mandatory rationing of No.

Fear energy shortage 
will damage economy 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - The people 


who keep their fingers on Wisconsin's 
economic pulse say the energy shortage, 
if severe enough, could seno'usly affect 
the state economy. 


But the experts don't have any idea 


how severe the shortage will be. arid they 
don't agree on how sev ere or long lasting 
the shortage would have to be to produce 
an economic recession. 


"It could really slow up the economy 


if it gets too serious." Phil Selhnger o"f 
the state Chamber of Commerce said. 
"You bet we're concerned " 


"I'm not predicting that it will be the 


case but in appraising the situation, one 
has to consider the possibility that the 
economy will be crippled." said Jon 
Udell, who heads the University of 
Wisconsin's Bureau of Business 
Research 


The effects of the fuel shortage would 


not fall equally on all segments of Wis- 
con's econoim, Lee Hansen, chairman of 
the UW's Economics Department, said. 


Northern Wisconsin's recreation in- 


dustry would be harder hit by gas rat- 
ioning than southern Wisconsin's he 
said, simply because it is more distant 
from the largest numbers of potential 
patrons 


Udell said a change in recreational 


habits could eventually hurt small 
gasoline engine manufacturers in Wis- 
consin whose products go into power 
boats and snowmobiles across the nat- 
ion 


"Anything iha: reduces economic ac- 


tivity in one pan of the economy will 
have a carryox er into another area, so a 
severe fuel shortage would have verv 
drastic effects." Udell said. 


Sellinger speculated that perhaps the 


recreation industry could combat rat- 
ioning by providing mass transportation 
for winter sportsmen similar to the ski 
trains that ran in New England years 
ago. 


The men agreed that energy for in- 


dustry could be among the highest 
priorities for maintaining the state's 
economy. 


"I'd rather wear a sweater around the 


house and have a job than have my home 
heated to 75 degrees and not have a job." 
Selhnger said. 


Udell said some Wisconsin companies 


are considering going on daylight sav- 
ings time to save a little energy even if 
the rest of the state and nation do not 
follow suit. 


Some firms have imposed a 50 mile 


per hour speed limit on their employes, 
he said, although this costs them money 
because the lost labor is more expensive 
than the saved fuel. 


Udell said Wisconsin would be better 


off than many states due to its large 
agricultural sector. Because food 
production is the most vital function of 
the economy, he said, agriculture would 
be the last area affected by the energy 
crisis. 


Kenyon Kies, the tax analysis director 


of the state Revenue Department, was 
predicting less rapid economic growth 
for Wisconsin during 1974 even befo»-«» 
the words "energy crisis" became 
common parlance. 


"We see no hard evidence at this time 


that justifies a change in our forecasts," 
Kies said. It is just too early, he added, 
to tell how the energy crisis will affect 
state revenues.

So/beam vitamin used 
against bleeding disorder 


MILWAUKEE (AP) -A researcher at 


the Medical College of Wisconsin has 
found another use for the soybean. 


Dr. Armand J. Quick, a worldwide 


authority on bleeding diseases, says he 
has discovered what he believes to be a 
new vitamin in a soybean extract he has 
used in successful treatment of about 25 
patients with bleeding disorders. 


The 80-year-old Quick, in an mterview 


with the Milwaukee Sentinel, said the 
substance is apparently needed for 
proper clotting of the blood. He had said 
last year that he thought he had dis- 
covered a previously unknown vitamin 
essential to clotting. 


Quick said he is even more certain 


now, and has given the substance the 
temporary identification of vitamin Q, 
after himself. 


Quick said he believes the vitamin is 


widely distributed in nature because 
bleeding disorders develop only rarely. 


The doctor said other researchers had 


discovered that a soybean extract 


quickened the clotting of blood in a test 
tube. 


He said he had the opportunity to test 


his theory last year on a man with a 
hereditary blood disorder who had been 
a patient of his for some time. A test 
disclosed the man's bleeding time had 
increased, so Quick decided to try the 
soybean extract. 


He said that after giving the man one 


or two teaspoons of the extract for a 
week, bleeding time returned to normal. 


"This was the first normal bleeding 


time he had in the 21 years I had studied 
him," Quick said. 


Quick said he had similar results on 


another patient, a 26-year-old woman 
Another patient was a 72-year-old man 
who had to have blood transfusions 
because of chronic nosebleeds.

Solar heat for homes? 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A few rays of 


sunshine may soon be warming the 
hearts of homeowners chilled by the high 
cost of heating. 


The head of the University of Wis- 


consin Solar Energy Laboratory, John 
A Duffie, said Friday that solar heating 
systems for the average new home may 
be only a few heating bills away 


"Rising energy costs have made solar 


heat competitive with conventional fuels 
and it is now an economical alternative 
in new buildings in many parts of the 
United States," Duffie said. 


Scientists have perfected a system for 


using sunpower as a main source of 
winter heat, he said. 


The system would be backed up by a 


conventional heating system. Although 
installation costs would be high, The 
sunpower would allow homeowners to 
use 50 to 75 per cent less fuel over the 
course of a year, Duffie believes. 


Duffie, past president of the Inter- 


nationa! Solar Energy Society, said it is 
possible for solar heating systems to be 
available commercially in about a year. 


But how soon the systems are on the 


market depends on how soon manufac- 
turers will be willing to mass produce 
the equipment. 


Several major equipment manufac- 


turers have already asked for details, 
Duffie said. He described the main part 
of the system as a number of flat solar 
collectors facing south at an angle det- 
ermined by the latitue where a house is 
located. 


The collectors can be made part of thB 


roof in a new home, but installing them 
and other solar equipment in an older 
home is not yet practical. 


Such a system for an average three- 


bedroom home in a northern state is 
expected to cost about $2,000 or $3,000, 
offset by minimal maintenance costs 
and free solar fuel.

sunny days could be stored in a 
basement holding tank for use in over- 
cast periods. A conventional furnace 
would be used to supply heat during 
severe cold spells and long periods of 
overcast skies.

Patrick J. Lucey to make 
a series of sweeping efforts to cut down 
on energy consumption. 


Among the orders were a ban on 


decorative lighting at all state buildings, 
prohibition of out-of-state travel in stat- , 
eowned cars and airplanes, a mandate 
that hot water be shut off in state 
building rest rooms, and efforts toward 
a 10 per cent over-all reduction in the 
consumption of electricity. 


Lucey ordered the new procedures to 


take effect Monday. 


State Department heads were told by 


Lucey in a memo that the new Office of 
Emergency Energy Dssistance will soon 
present a list of "far-reaching energy 
conservation measures which will affect 
consumers of energy throughout the 
state." 


"We cannot ask of others that which 


we have not required of ourselves," he 
said. 


The governor said the lights on the 


dome of the Capitol would remain lit 
until it is determined how much lighting 
is required by the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration to serve as a warning for 
aircraft. But aides said most of the 
spotlights which normally illuminate 
the storehouse so that it can be seen for 
several miles would be turned off Sat- 
urday night. 


Lucey said hot water should be turned 


off indefinitely, except in penal institu- 
tions, hospitals, university dormitories 
and other buildings with bathing facili- 
ties. 


That move at the Capitol and three 


other Madison office buildings alone 
would save $784 and 955,000 pounds of 
steam, the equivalent of nearly 1.4 
million cubic feet of gas per month. 


The governor told state departments

-Closing state buildings on holidays. 


Lucey said that state employes who were 
scheduled to have a half day off on 
Christmas Eve and New Year's Eve will 
be off the whole day and should arrange 
to make the time up.

Hoffmann, who was public relations 


director of the Missouri Synod for 15 
years, is in his 18th year as speaker on 
the Lutheran Hour radio program. 


He was one of the churchmen who 


planned the organizational structure of 
LCUSA as the common agency of the 
nation's three largest Lutheran bodies 
with a joint program of mandatory 
theological study and voluntary par- 
ticipation in a broad program of service 
activities. 


Church attendance drop 
called 'catastrophic' 


The drop in churchgoing has been 


termed "catastrophic" and last year 
especially has been a grim one for 
American Catholicism. 


The statements were made recently 


by two people involved in researching 
topics concerning the church: The Rev. 
Andrew M. Greeley, a noted writer, and 
William C. McCready, assistant profes- 
sor at Loyola University, Chicago, and a 
member of the staff of the National 
Opinion Research Center. 


In an article printed in the National 


Catholic Reporter, the two said that for 
the first time, decline in church atten- 
dance is occurring among older 
members. 


Support for the Catholic position on 


abortion is also eroding in the rank and 
file membership, the writers state. 
There seems to be a relationship 
between decline in church attendance 
and confidence in church leaders in 
general. 


There is one bright spot in the pic- 


ture, however. The worst may be over. 
There are some signs that the rate of 
collapse is slowing, but only the most 
naive would take consolation from this 
ray of light. If the worst is over, the 
church will emerge from its present 


crisis only a shadow of its former self. 
And there is one slight hint that the 
worst is not over, the two say. 


Their observations are based on data 


collected from two national samples of 
Americans in July of 1972 and 1973. 


In a table, they have listed the weekly- 


church attendance by religious affilia- 
tion. The percentage of Protestants who 
practically never go to church has ac- 
tually declined one per cent. However, 
among Catholics there has been a 
decline in "weekly attendance from 61 
per cent to 48 per cent. If that continues, 
there will be almost no difference in 
church attendance between the Protes- 
tants and Catholics in another year. 


There are almost no changes in the 


attendance of persons under 30, the 
study shows, shooting the theory that 
the young are the ones who are drop- 
ping off. 


Rather, the decline is taking place 


among persons between 30 and 49 years 
of age (13 percentage points) and 
especially among those over 50 (21 per 
cent). 


The one ray of light is that there is 


almost no decline in church attendance 
among persons under 30. And they are 
the future churchgoers. 


This group wants to fight within the 


Church, contrary to other Catholics who 
have broken with it and given up hope of 
changing anything in the Vatican 
hierarchy and policy. 


Christians for Revolution are propos- 


ing to replace present Church structures 
with free communities. 


Admitting their political role, they

operations of history without running the 
risk of being condemned by history for 
our negligence ... We must create our 
own history."

Monday, Nov. 19." 


Bork became acting attorney general 


Oct. 20 when Elliot L. Richardson 
resigned as attorney general and Deputy 
Atty. Gen. William D. Ruckeishaus was 
dismissed rather than fire special Wat- 
ergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. Bork.

How mighty is our military? 


During the last years of our participation in the war in 


Vietnam, there was some obvious conflict among our 
military men. Some resigned charging a what's-in-it-for- 
me? attitude among other officers. Bomber pilots began 
protesting policies and even refusing to go on assignments. 
There was a lot to do over less rigid rules for recruits, 
ending hazing at the military academies, permissiveness in 
the ranks and high jinks at the officers' clubs. There were 
some rather nasty corruption scandals and hints that many 
more were possible. There was My Lai and charges that 
lack of good training had really led to the carnage. 


Stuart Loon.' is currently Kiplinger Professor of Public 


Affairs Reporting at Ohio State University. He is knowledg- 
able about our military and author of Defeated: Inside 
America's Military Machine. He isn't aroused about our 
unilateral military alert a few weeks ago. Instead he says 
the real question is "what would have happened if the Soviet 
Union had challenged the American military machine?" 
Nothing very good, according to Loory's views. 


Our Air Force machines are too complex and "can only be 


maintained under conditions approaching the cleanliness, 
order and calm of a Swiss watch factory. It is for this reason 
that most of the Air Force's efforts in Southeast Asia were 
conducted from bases in Thailand and Guam, which were 
untouchable by the enemy." The Navy is built around 
aircraft carriers which, Loory writes, if attacked, "would 
have to forego all offensive operations and spend 100 per 
cent of its efforts defending itself . . . the only tactic the 
carrier task forces (of the Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean) 
could adopt under attack would be a skedaddle through the 
Straits of Gibralter." 


But Loory sees the Army as the most "seriously 


disabled." Our troops in Europe "would not even be able to 
cover their retreat to coastal ports or to airfields of em- 
barkation if Warsawr Pact forces came across what used to 
be known as the Iron Curtain. Our Army in Europe is a 
political hostage, not a fighting force." The one division of 
Marines overseas has been so busy "protecting the huge 
American military establishment against the native 
Ryukyuans who did not want it there that it had little time 
for training." The same might be said of American military 
units in other countries, most notably the Philippines. Our 
"allies" are not always friendly. 


Loory blames the professional officer corps which he says 


"adopted the corporate ethic and the corporate life style in 
all its excesses" after World War II. Me-myself-and-I 
replaced duty-honor-country. "As a result, they allowed 
manpower, their most valuable resource, to sink into a state 
of demoralization and, in some locales such as Korea, 
depravity." Congress should thoroughly investigate the 
military, Loory writes, because "our conventional forces 
are an expensive, empty eggshell of a shield which provide 
little protection at all from the threat of another super- 
power." 


All the more reason for good diplomacy, presumably. But 


that in this world of reality depends to some extent upon 
muscle. If our own military might is built of sawdust stuffed 
styrofoam plated with chrome we should not make charges 
about paper tigers. 


The energy crisis and environmenf 


One of the potential victims of the energy crisis is the 


environment. 


The Alaska pipeline has been approved but that was in the 


cards before the oil shortage was really recognized as 
serious. If safeguards are rigid, there may not be too much 
damage. Man, merely by living on this earth, contributes in 
some degree to destruction as well as construction. 


But in other areas now it appears that those who have 


opposed antipollution controls are enthusiastically using 
the energy crisis for their own purposes. 


Strip miners in the West are proclaiming rather nobly, 


they may think, that the demand for cheap coal in the time 
of our need means strip mining must be authorized without 
any silly —and expensive —requirements about returning 
the land to other productive use after the bulldozers are 
through. 


General Motors president Edward Cole wants to remove 


the antipollution devices from 40 million cars as required by 
the 1970 Clean Air Act. Maybe 5 billion gallons of gas a year 
could be saved, he says. It's quite an announcement 
especially since a considerable portion of the car industry 
has fought the development of small cars that burn less gas 
in the first place. The fact that Japan some months ago 
developed and put into use an emission control device which 
seems to be both effective and not too expensive doesn't 
seem to shame the American industry. What about some 
figures showing the comparative amounts of gas used by a 
Japanese small car with antipollution devices and the big 
hulks on our roads without? 


Japan is generally a lot harder hit by many forms of 


pollution than any except the most crowded and neglected 
areas of the United States. It's a small country. It is heavily 
populated. It has suffered extensive air and water pollution, 
the most serious perhaps the deaths of Japanese from 
mercury poisoning from tainted fish. So now there is a 
Japanese Law Concerning Special Relief Measures for the 
Relief of Pollution-related Patients. It is being tightened so 
that those who suspect they have been injured by pollution 
may collect medical aid — and funeral expenses. Do 
Americans \vant to get into that sort of thing? 


In Wisconsin the promoters of the extra length for trailer 


trucks points out the gasoline saving in legislation permit- 
ting the extra footage. But the Automobile Association 
points out what may be the extra danger to the smaller cars 
that are going to appear on our highways. 


Some environmentalists, refusing any sort of compromise 


with industry, may be to blame for the hard line taken by 
those who see the energy crisis as a means of getting rid of 
expensive and bothersome controls. Obviously claims must 
be balanced. Let's be sure that the immediate needs for 
more sources of energy do not blind us to the long range 
problems. That's a major reason why better sources of 
energy than the dwindling fossil fuels weren't developed 
sooner.

Next tax boost may be on sales 


MADISON —The elderly man at the counter of 


a low price Madison lunch room had enjoyed his 
light meal and wanted everybody to know it. As 
he savored the last drops of coffee, he examined 
his check and carefully laid out a dollar bill and 
four pennies. But the waitress had overlooked a 
detail. "And five cents tax," she said. The old 
fellow dug into his purse again and put down the 
nickel. 


The politicians have said again and again that 


the state does not tax food. The directories of tax 
laws say Wisconsin exempts food from the sales 
tax. But the claim has a hollow sound, perhaps, 
for those many persons, notably the elderly and 
those who live alone, who buy their meals at 
public places rather than preparing them from 
groceries bought at the market. 


The incident struck the bystander as ironic, 


not only because the politicians here as in so 
many other instances have misrepresented 
their policies, but because they have been able 
to do so after so many decades of virtually 
unanimous and solemn assertions that the sales 
tax is iniquitous. 


Profits from inflation 


Yet for a decade the state has gradually 


increased the exactions from the sales tax and 
profited from inflation of the cost of goods and 
services taxed. 


Among the thousands of politicians who make 


speeches and issue publicity releases, not one 
lately has referred even obliquely to the fact 
that for a decade the state has been harvesting 
tens of millions of dollars monthly from a tax 
that most of them were saying earlier in their 
careers they would never support. 


In 1962, John W. Reynolds was attorney 


general and won the Democratic nonMnation for 
governor. News editors of that pe. -^u recall that 
with a monotonous persistence he issued press 
releases day after day during a long campaign 
denouncing the first timid and selective sales 
tax. It had been enacted during the adminis- 
tration of his immediate predecessor, Gaylord 
Nelson, in a forced accommodation with a 
Republican legislature that in turn conceded the 
payroll withholding mechanism for the ad- 
ministration of the income tax that Nelson 
sought . 


The state's finance experience now is the most 


fortunate in its history. Scores of bold initiatives 
were taken in the most ambitious and least 
understood state budget law ever adopted. But 
there was not a single serious or audible motion 
to revise the sales tax, without regard to repeal 
proposals that might have been expected from 
those who had orated so fervently about its 
shortcomings. 


AH of which perhaps surprises no one, 


including my frail and elderly companion at the 


fast lunch counter the other day. Sales taxes are 
now levied virtually nationwide. Wisconsin 
politicians can take a bow —and no doubt would 
have done so if they had known the fact - 
because in a majority of the states the effective 
sales tax rate is higher and typically there are 
fewer exemptions. 


Wisconsin is laggard 


In New York, for example, the effective state 


and local rate of taxation is seven per cent. 


But Wisconsin is not likely to remain a lag- 


gard. The rate at which public service cost 
commitments are rising shows no sign of 
abatement, in spite of talk about "austerity" 
and "productivity." The state has committed its 
future revenues "for enormously expensive in- 
volvement in local government financing as 
well. This will inevitably mean a new state level 
taxing crunch if the inflationary spiral is one 
day halted and the sales and income tax gushers 
flowing into the state treasury are stabilized. 


There is already a hint in developments 


elsewhere about pressure for boosts in sales 
taxation. Like Wisconsin, most states have had 
an easy time financially during the last few 
years. But municipalities, and especially larger 
cities, have had their difficulties. Lately there 
has been a clear trend for local sales taxation to 
support a cause that rings more loudly here - 
the subsidization of urban transit.

Canada clamps ban on whaling

Canada, long one of the whaling 


powers, has joined in a growing move to 
halt the slaughter of the great mammal 
before it becomes extinct. 


Last spring, for the first time in 175 


years, no whaling ships put out to sea 
from Blandford in Nova Scotia and 
Dildo 
and 
Williamsport 
in New- 


foundland. 


In calling for the shutdown of its three 


Atlantic whaling stations (it had 
already banned whaling off the Pacific 
coast) Canada followed the suit of the 
United States which stopped its whaling 
operations in 1971. Britain, Norway and 
the Netherlands had stopped several 
years earlier. 


"The number of whales (in the 


Northwest Atlantic) are in the few 
thousands in each category," said 
Canadian Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis, "and they should be two or three 
times as high to maintain a maximum 
sustainable yield." 


Maritime officials said that Canadian 


whalers have been killing about 250 
whales a year. This take would have to 
be cut sharply to preserve the herds, 
removing most of the profit for the 
industry. 


Whaling has paid well and its passing 


will cause some resentment. A 
deckhand on a successful whaling run 
could make $8,000 or more on six 
months, compared to S2.50 an hour for a 
land worker. 


Biologists and conservationists agree 


that if the slaughter of whales continues 
at its present rate, there will be few if 
any whales of any species left. The gray 
and the right whales have been hunted 
almost to extinction, i here are believed 
to be only 100 blue whales left, and the 
finback which once totaled an estimated 
half a million was killed by the 
thousands in the early 1960s."

In reading the immense output on the 


10th anniversary of the murder of John 
F. Kennedy, what impressed me was 
the failure by friends and detractors 
alike to note a key point. Kennedy was 
our first television President and - 
because he was an extremely attractive 
man — he brought charisma into 
American politics with a vengeance. 
Watching a Kennedy press conference, 
for example, was a joy. Not because he 
said all that much —the transcripts are 
disappointing — but because suddenly 
he would get that impish twinkle and let 
go with a sardonic wisecrack. The place 
would break up. Who will ever forget 
the lime he solemnly explained that he 
was appointing Bobby Attorney General 
so the young man could get some 
experience before entering the practice 
of law? This has been labeled the Ken- 
nedy "style." but it was more basic 
than that: what he did was establish a 
Presidential manner that both Lyndon 
B. Johnson and Richard M. Nixon sub- 
sequently had to live with. 


Left impossible model 


This curse of charisma was. of 


course, loaded with even greater weight 
because of the assassination. The 
gallant young President shot down in 
his prime left his successors an impos- 
sible model, particularly as the 
"Camelot" myth developed. President 
Johnson, who was endowed with at least 
as high an I.Q. as Kennedy, used to 
complain in season and out that he was 
always 
being compared 
to 
his 


predecessor and found wanting. He was 
right, but in part he was responsible for 
his dilemma; he was caught in the 
charisma trap. Johnson was incapable 
of being Kennedy (he had a great sense 
of humor, but not an ironic bone in his 
body). But he refused to be Johnson. 


In discussing policy with small 


groups in an informal context, for 
example, Johnson was spectacular. He 
could have sold Mayor Lindsay the 
Brooklyn Bridge. But when we tried to 
get him to let go at press conferences, 
he stubbornly backed away. The minute 
that red light went on, he would freeze. 
(Bill Movers once tried to fool him by- 
putting a Band-Aid over the light, but 
L.B.J. heard the reels turning.) If you 
asked him why he clutched that lectern 
like a drowning man clinging to a spar, 
he would reply, "I don't want to say 
anything that isn't Presidential." In 
other words, all the spontaneity was 
shot because Johnson was watching 
Johnson, scared to death that mavbe 
some earthy metaphor might slip fnto 
his presentation. It was contagious: 
watching him at press conferences 
turned the staff into quivering wrecks. 


Once, in November, 1967 \ve persuad- 


ed him to let go of the lifeline, use a 
throat mike, and prowl around — he 
liked to wander when he talked. From 
all accounts, it was a great success: 
Lyndon Johnson came on real, not 
stuffed and mounted. However, he 
never reverted to the format. 


How Nixon worked it 


Richard Nixon, who probably lost to 


Kennedy in 1960 on "style" —that first, 
disastrous TV debate —worked out his 
own way of escaping the charismatic 
curse. He simply isolated himself and - 
a most interesting index — reverted to 
heavy use of the radio. Strangely- 
enough, it never seemed to occur to 
either Johnson or Nixon that the 
American people were not perpetually 
holding them up against the Kennedy- 
standard, that most people simplv as- 
sumed they should be themselves." 


Indeed, one could go further and sug- 


gest that perhaps the American people 
are sick and tired of their leaders put- 
ting on airs. That, what with the high 
theorists of law and order spending 
their time with assorted grand juries, 
the electorate wants less charismatic 
rhetoric and more service. An interest- 
ing indication of this trend was the 
mayoralty election in New York City 
where the clearly charismatic John V. 
Lindsay, who had a noble cliche for any 
occasion, was replaced by a 67-year-old 
bookkeeper with all the charisma of 
Calvin Coolidge. Not only did Abe 
Beame win, but in a field of four he 
received almost 60 per cent of the vote. 
The citizens of New York, in short, want 
somebody to mind the store. 


Presidential candidates, please note: 


the curse of Kennedy may well have 
been exorcised. The issue in 1976 could 
be who can best run the country, not 
who has a noble thought for all seasons.

ligation two years ago. My husband 
agreed to this.

He wants me to have the operation 


reversed. He thinks there may be hope. 
I said no, he said yes. 


Please write about what to expect, 


what's new in techniques and what my 
chances are of conceiving again. I am 
30. -Mrs. T. 


Questions about "reversing" tubal 


ligations are coming to be almost a 
daily occurrence, and today I had a 
double dose of the questions. Another 
woman said she thought she had agreed 
only to having the tubes tied, not cut 
and that they could be "untied." 


Of course I've answered this question 


repeatedly, but at risk of boring readers 
who did pay attention, I ought to repeat 
my answer for those who didn't. 


Tubal ligation means cutting the 


Fallopian tubes and tying the ends so 
there is no chance of an ovum passing 
through either tube to reach the uterus 
and start a pregnancy. 


The inside of these tubes is no bigger 


than a small pencil lead. After all, the 
tubes only have to be big enough to 
permit passage of a microscopic ovum. 


Trying to fit the ends back together is 


a neat problem, obviously. And even if 
you succeed in doing it, there is bound 
to be some scarring. It doesn't take very 
much scar tissue to block the tubes. 


Some surgeons have tried using fine 


plastic tubing, which may sound 
foolproof, but it isn't. The ovum has to 
travel over artificial rather than natural 
tissue. Whether the tubes remain open 
is problematical. 


Most recent figures I have seen in- 


dicate that reopening the tubes is tech- 
nically successful only 5 to 10 per cent of 
the time, but pregnancy has not 
followed in all of these cases. (For one 
thing, by the time a woman has decided 
to have her tubes tied, then changed her 
mind, and finally gone through the 
reversal procedure, she probably has 
passed the most fertile time in her life 
and is less likely under any circum- 
stances to become pregnant again.) 


So in answei to these people who now 


want the tubes "untied," all I can say 
is: If you want to spend the money on 
the chance of success, that is your 
choice. But do so only with the under- 
standing that chances of succeeding are 
not very good, and no surgeon can 
guarantee anything more than that. 


To those who are contemplating sur- 


gical sterilization as a means of birth 
control: Don't have the operation in the 
first place without expecting it to be 
permanent. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have had 


athlete's foot for several years. Now it 
has gone under my toenails. What ad- 
vice could you give me? —B.S. 


For the average case of athlete's foot, 


I recommend any of the ordinary drug- 
store remedies — but used for some 
time after the trouble seems to have 
disappeared, because this ailment has a 
tendency to recur unless it is subdued. 


But when it is spreading under the 


nails, I have to give another answer. 
There is no home remedy that will help 
it, and I think the only sound advice is to 
tell you to see a dermatologist or a 
podiatrist. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: What causes 


night sweats and excessive perspiration 
in everything I do, whether work or 
play? -R.N.J. 


One possibility is 
nervousness. 


Another possibility, especially among 
older people, is some chronic infection. 
It may not be an obvious one, and may 
require some searching on your doc- 
tor's part.

Real or just 'bull'?

"Executive Action" (now playing 


at Appteton's Cinema 1 Theater) 
already is one of the most con- 
troversial movies of the decade, 
mainly because it deals with a 
touchy issue, the John F. Kennedy 
assassination, in a 
profound 


manner —an involved conspiracy 
plot. 


It is one of the more compelling 


films I've seen in some time; it is 
fascinating throughout and even 
though we know the outcome 
before we enter the theater, sus- 
pense is high. Is the conspiracy 
theory real or "bull," however. I 
don't know and I doubt if many do; 
if there was a conspiracy, the odds 
are only they know for sure. 


The technique of "Executive Ac- 


tion" producer Edward Lewis is 
ingenious. Taking current history, 
he weaves certain odd facts with 
admitted fictionalized accounts, 
with an end result 
extremely 


believable if the viewer allows the 
imagination to wander and logic to 
go out the window. 


Basically. I enjoyed the movie, 


but I couldn't take it seriously. I'm 
not suggesting there was not a 
conspiracy to kill JFK; there are 
factors, after all, about the Lee 
Harvey 
Oswald acting 
alone 


conclusion which are at least as 
difficult to accept as are any of the 
conspiracy theories. It's just that 
this particular theory stretches 
credulity beyond my "own accep- 
tance point. 


Why does "Executive Action" 


never raise above the level of fan- 
tasy? There are several factors: 


— The plot involved too many 


people. I counted at least 15 people 
with firsthand knowledge of the 
plot. It seems incredible that that

— The plan, as involved as it 


was, never even had a backup 
system in case of rain or change of 
route at the last minute, which 
often was the case of presidential 
motorcades.

Despite such factors, "Executive 


Action" does make several good 
points, not the least of which was 
the incredible lack of security af- 
forded the president. 
It also 


presents some believable theories 
about why Lee Harvey Oswald 
might have been a patsy. 


I won't spill the entire plot and I 


would recommend it as good 
viewing. Burt Lancaster, the late 
Robert Ryan and Will Geer — as 
the main conspirators — are ex- 
cellently cold-blooded. 


As viewing, the technique of in- 


terjecting real Kennedy newsreel 
footage with the staged portions is 
quite effective. Director David 
Miller has done a yeoman's job of 
being thorough. But "Executive 
Action" (the code term for the 
plot) remains nothing but a theory, 
and a not especially credible one at 
that.

EPA grant 


A small pilot plant was constructed at 


Seymour to test the efficiency of bio 
chemical oxygen demand and nutrient 
removal for several species of mergent 
aquatic plants receiving primary and 
secondary effluent from municipal 
treatment plants.

biz. 


His fine NBC-TV special, although 


lavishly promoted by its sponsor, was 
trounced in the national ratings by a 
movie, "The Hospital," which appeared 
on ABC-TV opposite the Sinatra show. 


He also was beaten in his first-half 


hour by a CBS Thanksgiving special, and 
led CBS in the ratings race only in the 
last 30 minutes when CBS aired a repeat 
of a Carol Burnett special.

School aide sentenced 
in embezzlement case

WAUPACA - Mary Barnhart, 26, 


route 2, former secretary to the 
superintendent and employe of the 
Waupaca Unified School District, con- 
victed on Oct. 19 on four counts of theft 
by embezzlement totaling $23,263.76, 
was sentenced Wednesday by Judge 
Nathan Wiese to five years in the Wis- 
consin State Prison for Women at 
Taycheedah. 


Sentencing followed a pre-sentence 


investigation by the Bureau of Proba- 
tion and Parole, Wisconsin Department 
of Social Services. 


Judge Wiese ordered the following 


sentences on the four counts, with sen- 
tences to run concurrently: 


Count 1 —An indeterminate sentence 


of not more than five years, for theft of 
515,088 from the general fund, by alter- 
ing 62 checks between July 1, 1972 and 
June 30. 1973. 


Count 2 —An indeterminate sentence 


of not more than three years, for theft of 
5685 from the building fund, by altering 
six checks between July 1, 1972 and 
June 30, 1973. 


Count 3 —An indeterminate sentence 


of not more than three years, for theft of 
$5,388 by altering checks between July 
1, 1973 a'nd Aug. 6, 1973. 


Count 4 —An indeterminate sentence 


of not more than three years, for theft of 
$2,106, by issuing 37 unauthorized, 
unrecorded and altered checks, between 
July 1, 1972 and June 30, 1973. 


The court ordered no restitution of the 


embezzled amount. Miss Barnhart was 
not bonded and the missing funds can 
only be recovered as a tax expense or 
through a taxpayers' suit, according to 


one legal authority. 


Prior to the sentencing, the defen- 


dant's attorney appealed to the court to 
grant probation and permit his client to 
have proper psychiatric treatment 
which would enable her to reconstruct 
her life. 


Judge Wiese gave the defendant a 


chance to speak before sentencing and 
she had nothing to say. 


Penalties upon conviction provide a 


fine of not more than $10,000 or prison 
not more than 15 years, or both, on 
counts one and three; and a fine of not 
more than $5,000, or prison not more 
than five years, or both, on counts two 
and four.

Steinhilber: 
governmenf fo 
blame for crisis 


OSHKOSH —Government should bow 


out and let free enterprise deal with the 
energy shortage, according to State 
Sen. Jack Steinhilber (R-Oshkosh). 


In his newsletter for November, 


Steinhilber said "Government itself 
created and maintains this energy 
shortage." He claimed that proposed 
solutions such as high gas taxes-or 
rationing will merely aggravate the 
problem and ultimately bring on 
government takeover of public utilities 
and the fuel industry. 


Sheinhilber listed ways in which the 


government is maintaining the shor- 
tage. He said putting a ceiling price on 
natural gas discourages exploration and 
increases use. Keeping prices down, 
even in the face of inflation, amplifies 
the effect and guarantees a shortage. 


Banning the use of coal with sulphur 


content, restricting strip mining, im- 
posing drastic safety rules, and freezing 
prices, Steinhilber said, sharply res- 
tricts supplies of coal by reducing out- 
put. He said it also discourages invest- 
ment because higher costs can't be 
offset with higher prices.

Regarding 
petroleum, Steinhilber said the govern- 
ment has aggravated the energy 
problem by such measures as increas- 
ing gas consumption by requiring 
emission control devices on all new 
cars, running the use of oil containing 
sulphur, and stopping or slowing 
offshore oil drilling. 


"If we merely blame the oil com- 


panies and utilities or the Arabs for 
causing the enerty shortage, and clamp 
a system 
of permanent 
energy 


shortage-and our countrv of formerly 
free enterprise will be guided into a 
different 
economic 
system," 
Steinhilber warned. 


"The fact is that there are plenty of 


fuel and energy resources to be 
developed-if only government would 
get out of the way," he said. "The 
answer is emphatically not more 
government intrusion. The answer is to 
free our system from the restraints 
which have created the problems. 


"Get the bureaucrats out of the way, 


and the free mark'et will allocate 
resources, determine real prices, and 
act as a natural conservator and 
developer of the most energy at the 
lowest prices possible," Steinhilber 
said.

More delays for legal bingo 
Outagamie Special fund 


MADISON -Numerous eligible spon- 


sors and the thousands of prospective 
patrons of non-commercial bingo games 
in Wisconsin will be required to wait a 
white longer before they have the oppor- 
tunity to participate legally in such 
lotteries for the first time in the history of 
the state. 


Legislative floorieaders who managed 


the lone campaign to legalize bingo and 
planned the machinery for the adminis- 
tration of the state licensed games had 
intended that sponsoring organizations 
could be licensed and qualified early in 
the new year. 


But a delay of several months in the 


actual authorization of sponsors and the 
preparation of the games under state 
superivison now appears likely. While 
Gov. Lucey is generally expected to give 
his approving signature to the bingo 
control act, as it is called, he has not yet 
actually called it up from the legislative 
printers for examination. His staffmen 
say they hope to present it to him for his 
review next week. 


Although the governor's signature is 


confidently expected by legislators who 
led the campaign for the authorization 
bill, he has expressed some reservations 
about mechanical details in the enabling 
act as it emerged from legislature's 
decision to set up a separate bingo ad- 
ministrative agency. But he is more 
likely to suggest amendments later than 
to object to the measure in the form cf a 
veto, in the general view. 


The recruitment of members of the 


bingo control board provided in the 
legislative enactment will require some 
time, since there remains a reservoir of 
public opinion ranging from skeptical to 
hostile about the merits of legalizing 
lotteries that will scrutinize such ap- 
pointees carefully.

Motorists not slowing down

Okay, you're concerned about the 


energy crisis. You've turned down your 
thermostat, reduced unnecessary light- 
ing, maybe you're even thinking about 
trading in your car for a compact 
model-if you can find one. 


But what about that trip you made for 


Thanksgiving? Or the time you had to 
get to the doctor's for an appointment? 
Did you leave early enough to allow extra 
time so you could go along with 
President Nixon's suggestion for hold- 
ing your speed to 50 miles per hour? 


Or is that something for the other guy 


to try because he's got more time than 
you do? 


An Associated Press survey of a 


number of law enforcement agencies in 
the state indicates that while some mot- 
orists have been voluntarily cutting 
speeds in some areas, a large percentage 
of them are still driving around the 
limit. 
Some states have reduced their speed 


limits to 50 miles per hour since 


President Nixon's energy address a little 
over two weeks ago. Stanley York, head 
of the Wisconsin Office of Emergency 
Energy Assistance, said Friday night he 
would probably recommend a similar 
move early next week. 


"We've waited until now for the 


federal government to order a lowering 
of speeds nationwide," he said after 
meeting with Wisconsin Transportation 
Department officials. "But it appears 
we can't wait much longer." 


York said such a move would be ex- 


pensive, costing between $8,000 and 
$15,000 just to change road signs. 


"If we change all the speed limits to 50

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Wisconsin 


government officials were ordered 
Friday by Gov. Patrick J. Lucey to make 
a series of sweeping efforts to cut down 
on energy consumption. 


Among the orders were a ban on 


decorative lighting at all state buildings, 
prohibition of out-of-state travel in stat- 
eowned cars and airplanes, a mandate 
that hot water be shut off in state 
building rest rooms, and efforts toward 
a 10 per cent over-all reduction in the 
consumption of electricity. 


Lucey ordered the new procedures to 


take effect Monday. 


State Department heads were told by 


Lucey in a memo that the new Office of 
Emergency Energy Dssistance will soon 
present a list of "far-reaching energy 
conservation measures which will affect 
consumers of energy throughout the 
state." 


"We cannot ask of others that which 


we have not required of ourselves," he 
said. 


The governor said the lights on the 


dome of the Capitol would remain lit 
until it is determined how much lighting 
is required by the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration to serve as a warning for 
aircraft. But aides said most of the 
spotlights which normally illuminate 


the statehouse so that it can be seen for 
several miles would be turned off Sat- 
urday night. 


Lucey said hot water should be turned 


off indefinitely, except in penal institu- 
tions, hospitals, university dormitories 
and other buildings with bathing facili- 
ties. 


That move at the Capitol and three 


other Madison office buildings alone 
would save $784 and 955,000 pounds of 
steam, the equivalent of nearly 1.4 
million cubic feet of gas per month. 


The governor told state departments 


to appoint a "lighting-heating coor- 
dinator" in each office to monitor heat- 
ing and lighting, and he ordered the 
Department of Administration to monit- 
or electricity use. 


If the voluntary program does not 


work, he said the state should consider 
a mandatory, across-the-board percen- 
tage cut in the use of electrical power- 


Other directives include: 
-Mandatory car pooling. He directed 


that travel coordinators be named in 
each department to schedule and 
arrange car pooling. 


-Developing an emergency commuter 


plan. The Department of Administration 
was directed to develop an emergency 
plan in case of gasoline rationing. Lucey 
said the agency should consider 
providing a state subsidized bus ticket or 
pass to state employes and charging fees 
for all state parking spaces to help fund 
the subsidy. 


-Continuing past programs such as 


purchasing compact instead of stan- 
dard-sized cars and reducing indoor 
temperatures to 68 degrees in the day 
and 65 degrees at night. 


-Reducing state travel by 15 per cent. 


Lucey urged that more business be 
conducted by mail and telephone. 


-Requiring travel between Madison- 


Milwaukee by bus. Lucey said that, of 
300 to 400 business trips made daily by- 
Madison state employes, 20 per cent are 
to Milwaukee. 


-Closing state buildings on holidays. 


Lucey said that state employes who were 
scheduled to have a half day off on 
Christmas Eve and New Year's Eve will 
be off the whole day and should arrange 
to make the time up. 


He ordered thermostats be lowered to 


65 degrees starting at the beginning of 
the four-day holiday weekends, a move 
he said would result in fuel savings of at 
least eight per cent a day.

The 
fees are used partly to pay for law 
enforcement assistance and finance 
grants to counties for snowmobile 
trails and other improvements cal- 
culated to promote the sport. 


Dealers of the machines do not 


expect favoritism in the distribution 
of fuel but feel that they should be 
treated as equals with other sport- 
ing interests that contribute to 
gasoline supply demands, such as 
boating, a DNR official explained. 


If there is a tendency for snow- 


mobilers to change plans about 
buying new machines or replacing 
old ones, the registration data of the 
department has not yet shown it. 


At the close of the last winter 


season, the agency had registered 
about 205,000 snowmobiles. Its cal- 
culations indicated that an addi- 
tional 40,000 registrations could be 
expected during the new winter 
season, and the licensing division so 
far has not adjusted that estimate. 


Snowmobile operation is now 


subject to a special state code, some 
provisions of which were changed 
by the legislature recently and will 
apply for the first time with the new 
season.
